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F. An apparatus or method for continuous determination of the cardiac volume 
responsiveness indicator, wherein the third reading at least approximately corresponds 
to the respiration pressure or the volume flow of the patient's tidal air. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together, and they have different designs or modes of operations. 

If species II is elected, the applicant is further required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to 
elect a single disclosed species between species E and F for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, claims 1 1 and 40 are generic.
